Females have an even higher status than the males who represent 
them in the organization. 


"Females are commodities. 


The biological nature of females determines the way they behave. 


The "biological value of females" is the root cause of "femininity". 
True "femininity" is as follows. 

Protecting oneself, a valuable commodity. Self-preservation and 
safety sensitive. Self-preservation orientation; self-preservation and 
safety orientation. 


Females can be called the "self-preserving sex". 
A female is oriented to the following. 
To be helped and protected by a strong and gentle being (male). 


Females have become the "protected sex" and the "helped sex". 
Females consider themselves to be "important and valuable". 


Female's willingness to sacrifice her own life is limited to the 
following cases:

These biological characteristics of males are the cause of their 
"masculinity".

Muscles, strength, in males, are toned and strong.

A2-1. "Precedent, regressive orientation" 

Females avoid unknown objects and situations where any danger or 
failure may lie ahead. 

Females hope that the state of affairs they have been in, which has 
been so blessed, will continue to be so. 


Females place more importance on following precedent than 
anything else. Precedent is "a mode of behavior that has already 
been established as safe and trouble-free if carried out as it should 
be. It is. Females dislike and try to avoid doing anything new, 
outside of the precedent. 

Females are hesitant to go in and tackle something new, something 
they've never done before. Scared. Females wonder if someone else 
will do it for them. The female tries to pass the execution on to 
others. (Regressive nature). Females follow a precedent, a tradition, 
established by their seniors, that has already been confirmed as 
safe. Females are reluctant to deviate from them. They are good at 
imitating the success of others. Females are averse to trial and error. 
They don't value originality as a necessity. They respect people who 
know the precedent. They disdain those who make something out of 
nothing. Females are not inclined to think that there is a 
relationship of dominance, subordination or hierarchy between 
those who know the precedent and those who do not. The 
relationship is tight. It is the same for the mother-in-law 
relationship in the home as well as at school. (Emphasis on the 
seniority system. Emphasis on seniority. 


Females need to move forward to do new things. In doing so, 
females dislike being first in line and prefer to be second (second 
place oriented). First place has to be spent in a hard, hard 


environment that eats a decent amount of wind. Second place has 
to spend time in a hard, wind-breaking environment, with the 
windbreak in front of them, so they don't have to deal with the 
wind directly.

This is "wanting to continue to be in an environment of 
favorable conditions. This is related to the "2.5. greenhouse 
orientation. This is related to "2.5. 


Females put safety first and avoid danger. Females are not willing 
to venture into and explore uncharted territory and fields. They do 
not know what dangers lie ahead in the unknown. Females do not 
want to be the first to be exposed to new frontiers and knowledge 
that can be gained by entering unknown territory and fields. You 
can't. Males are the first to have access to such new findings and 
discoveries. Females, in this respect, are always one step later than 
males in gaining new knowledge. In this respect, in the 
development of technology and culture, "Females. A strong female 
society. is "Males. A society with a strong male population" always 
lags behind "A society with a strong male population. In this regard, 
"A society with a strong female presence" is invariably a step behind 
"A society with a strong male presence" in terms of technological

(2) "Males act as non-valuables. 


This is the result of the failure of most of the following societies to 
adapt to their environment and perish. 

(1) A society in which females did not act as a valuable commodity. 
(2) A society in which females took their lives for granted. (For 
example, a society in which females have died more and more on 
the front lines in wars, etc.) 


This is the result of the survival of only the following form of 
society: "A society in which females acted as valuables and males 
protected them. A society in which females act as valuables and 
males protect them. 


A society in which females took their lives in stride has failed to 
adapt to its environment in the following ways. 

(1) The number of females in that society, able to give birth to 
children, has been greatly reduced. 

(2) The number of children born in that society has declined 
substantially accordingly. 

(3) The consequence of this is that the society is no longer able to 
adequately reproduce its offspring. 


This can be summarized as follows.

(2) Males are more likely to be in a remote, harsh, zone where they 
have to expose themselves to the external environment. Many are 
located. 


Females are more prevalent in safe zones than males, even in other 
organisms other than humans. 

As an example, the social structure of the fed macaque monkeys is 
given as follows.

3. Investigation procedure 


A web-based questionnaire survey was conducted on the above 
items. 


The methods are as follows. 

(1) People gather to try out a psychological test to measure the 
degree of masculinity and femininity on a website. We did this for 
Internet users. 

(2) The survey was done before they went to the page where they 
gave a specific description. 


(3) It was done in the form of a barrier, imposing a response in the 
form of "Please answer this questionnaire first".

The results are as follows. 

The life of an ordinary high school girl is easier to help and heavier 
than the life of a prime minister. 

In terms of the weight of life, it is as follows. 

High school girls are both promising and biologically valuable. High 
school girls are the strongest of all those we have compared. 


(2) In relation to future prospects, we found the following. 
[Life is heavy] Younger (high school students) (with potential) > 
Middle-aged (no potential) [Life is light] 


'Younger high school students have more promise. Younger high 
school students are more likely to be helped and their lives are 
heavier than those in middle age. 


(3) In relation to biological value, we found that 
[Life is heavy]Women (valuable) > Males (non-valuable) [Life is 
light] 


"The more valuable females (egg bearers) are more likely to be 
helped than males (sperm bearers). And life is heavy. 


(4) In relation to high status, we found the following. 
[Life is heavy]Prime Minister (high status) (>) = Clerk (low status) 
[Life is light]

Male prime ministers are given a higher degree of priority and help 
than male clerks. 

The degree to which female prime ministers are given greater 
priority and help than their female clerks remains the same.

(5) In a comparison between factors that determine the weight of 
life, we found the following.

'A high school boy with prospects only is to some extent more life 
heavy than a middle-aged female clerk with preciousness only. 
However, the difference did not reach the 0.01 level of significance. 
On the other hand, the following results were obtained. 

High school boys are significantly easier to help and more deadly 
than middle-aged male prime ministers of high status only. 


Here again, the following results were obtained. 

Middle-aged female clerks who are only valuable are significantly 
more likely to be helped than middle-aged male prime ministers 
who are only high-status.

The weight of human life, traditionally regarded as equal due to 
human rights considerations, is actually a condition The disparity

Specifically, the web-based questionnaire survey revealed the 
following results. 

(1) Young people have heavier lives than middle-aged people. 
(Prospective dimension.) 

(2) Females, more than males, have a heavier life. (Dimensions of 
Biological Valuableness.) 

(3) Social status (position) is not necessarily related to the weight of 
life. 

(4) Prospectivity and, somewhat later, biological valor are 
important in determining the weight of life. Social status (position) 
matters less than the above two.
